His voice was clear and he seemed al- 
most oblivious to the surroundings.

"My namo Is Seay J. Miller and I am from 


Springfield, 111. My wife lives it TIG North 
Sfieontl street- I am here among you us 
stranger and looked on by you as tlie most 
brulul man that ever stood on God's green 
sartt). 1 am suiudiD? here an innocent man 
among excited men who do not proixxse to let 
the law take its course. I have committed no 
crime to be deprived of my liberty or life. 1 
urn not guilty."

There was a further advance when it

ly thrown off by the cells of our tissues:

It was at first thought that the dis- 


covery would cause a revolution in med- 
ical practice, and enable physicians to 
cure patients with medicines which 
would destroy the parasitic microbes. 
\Miatmaybedonc in this direction is 
still among the problems of the future. 


The chief advantages of the discov- 


ery arc that it emphasizes the supreme 
importance of general sanitation, and 
that it may lead to extorting the princi- 
ple of vaccination to most infectious 
diseases. Hut according to Dr. Troites- 
sart, of Paris—we quote from the Bos- 
ton Medical and Surgical Journal—we 
arc in danger of .carrying the microbe 
patliogcny too far, and of overlooking 
the part that belongs to the organism 


He aflirm.s that it will be impossible 


to explain all pathology by microbes 
an<l fcinphnstzes the fact that the func- 
tions of the living cells themselves may 
be perverted or destroyed by other 
agents - t h a n micro-organisms.

THE 
COST Of 
REVOLUTION 


Haw New York Hufferwd IB the War fw 


Now York suffered greater hardships 


durhij; the fight for independence than 
fell to the lot of any other American 
city. It lost more than half of its pop- 
ulation; it lost the whole of its com 
mcree, the great fire of 1776, followet 
by the tire of 177S, laid a *ull fourth ol 
it in ashes; it was occupied by the 
enemy uninterruptedly from almost 
the beginning of hostilities until after 
peace was dec I a red. 


Until the actual outbreak of hostili- 


ties, the prosperous expansion of trade 
and the growth of the city continueii 
without interruption; anil then, as 
suddenly as the coining of the tropical 
night— wTUi the arrival of the British 
army of occupation, Septciulter 15, 1776 
— a blight settled over everything 
and was not lifted for more than 
seven years. Only four days 
after 


Gen. Howe's entry came the calamity 
of the great fire, which swept over the 
region between Whitehall and Broad 
streets as far north as Heaver; thence, 
sparing the western side of Howling 
Green, over both sides of liroadway to 
and • including Trinity church: 
and 


thence, sparing the western side of 
Broadway but burning down to the 
river, to nuc! including the sou thorn 
wide of Vcscy street— leaving behind it 


broad furrow of desolation three 


quarters of n. mile long. Two years 
'utcr, another fire reduced to wreck al- 
most the whole of the block south of 
I'carl street between Coeuties and Old 
slips. Through all the dreary time 
of 
Knglish occupation these many 


blocks of rtihis remained as the fire hail 
left them. No reason existed for re- 
building, and. no matter how strong a 
reiison there might have been, no money 
for rebuilding was obtainable. This 
visible material wreck nttinfjjy repre- 
sented- the wreck which had overtaken 
the city's mobt vital interests. Trade 
with the interior and coastwise pracli- 
:ally was cut otfjand, with thedestruc- 
tkm of these, its Tiatnral feeders, the 
foreign commerce of the port was dead. 


When New York was evacuated by 


flic British troops, November 25, ITS:!, 
the condition of the city was miserable 
to the last degree. Streets which had 
been opened and partly grad ed before 
the war began had been suffered to 
lapse again to idle wastes; the wharves, 
to which for so long awhile no ships 
had come, had crumbled throug-h neg- 
lect; public and private 
buildings. 


taken possession of by the military a*nd 
used as barracks, as hospitals and as 
prisons, had fallen 
into semi-ruin; 


along all the western side of the town 
was the wreck left by the lire. In this 
dismal period the 
population had 


dwindled 
from 
upwards of twenty 


thousand to less than ten thousanil 
souls; the revenues of the city, long 
nncollccted, had shrunk almost to the 
vanishing-point; the machinery of civil 
government had been practically de- 
stroyed. lu a word, without the con- 
soling glory of having .suffered in hon- 
orable battle, tho city was left a. wreck 
by war. — TUomas A.Jiinvier,in Harper's 
Magazine. 


Combustibility of San-dust. 


Among- the results brought to light, 


through modern chemical investigation 
of the sources and causes of spontane- 
ous combustion, attention has recently 
been specially called to the fact that 
sawdust should never be used to collect 
drippings or leakages. It is said that 
dry vegetable or animal oil is found to 
inevitably take fire when saturating 
cotton waste at 180 deg. V'., and sponta- 
neous combustion occurs more quickly 
when the cotton is soaked with its own 
weight of oil. Danger is involved in 
patent "driers," from leakage into saw- 
dust, etc.; in oily waste, too, of any 
kind, or waste cloths of silk or cotton, 
saturated with oil, varnish or tnrpon- 
tino; also in linseed oil drippings into 
a sponge; glycerine or oil of any kind 
leaking into sawdust; bituminous coal 
in large heaps of pit coal, hastened bv 
wet, :ind especially when pyrites are 
present in the coal—the larger the 
greater the liability. Oil on flour, or 
water on flour, is productive of sponta- 
neous combustion. In fact, all organic 
structures, being largely composed of 
carbon and hydrogen, are readily ex- 
cited, because of the affinity of the 
hydrogen for oxygen.—X. Y. Sun.

INCOME AND LUXURY TAXES. 


T*« *wo rrom Which MM BHtlch G«mw 
•wnt Get* Mart of 1U BBTCBW. 


To Americans an interesting feature 


of British budget statements is the 
large proportion which the income tax 
bears to the aggregate revenues of the 
government. Sir William Vernon Har- 
eourt. chancellor of the exchequer, in 
introducing the budget recently, esti- 
mated that the total revenue for the 
fiscal year 1893-4 would be about $455,- 
000,000, and tax on incomes would pro- 
vide *70,000,000 of this sum, or nearly 
one-sixth of it. This estimate may 
reasonably be expected to come toler- 
ably close to the actual figures as they 
will be revealed twelve months hence 
in the retnrus. Our own revenue in 
the 
fiscal 
year 
18W 
was 
about 
tS.^,000.000. Of this scale of receipts 
the British income .tax would have 
yielded about f59,000,000. Under the 
conditions prevailing in Great Britain 
this tax can be collected readily and 
honestly, and it is a decidedly popular 
impost among the masses of the peo- 
ple, who, of course, do not have to 
pay it. 


Governmental revenue receipts are 


subject to much smaller changes in 
Great Britain than in the United States. 
The average annual income of the gov- 
ernment in the former country in the 
past few years has not varied'greatly 
from JtUO,OUO,000, or ?45<>,000,OOI). About 
?70,000,000 of this has beer, provided by 
a tax on incomes, $90,000,000 came from 
customs, which are levied on tobacco, 
tea, coffoe, rum, brandy and other 
ipirits and a few other articles, SlU,"),- 
0110,000 from internal taxes oil Kpirits, 
beer and othcrthings, and S05,000,000 on 
stamp taxes of different sorts. The re- 
•uuining f 100,000,000 or thereabouts of 
•evcnuc has conic from 
the 
post- 


oilice.s, the telegraphic service, land 
'axes, house, duties and various other 
sources. The customs duties of the 
United States government in 1SO-3 were 
•"1T7,(IOU,OUO, or considerably less than 
louble the recent British average, while 
our internal taxes for the same year 
were ?\r,4,000.000, or only SJS.OOO.OOO 
greater thau the British receipts from 
the same general source. 


In the British system of revenue rnis- 


ing the income tax is often relied on to 
make up deficits. Serious deficits sel- 
dom occur. Expenditures, after the 
regular payments on the public debt, 
arc kept pretty close to the revenues, 
and when the revenues fall a little short 
fche tax on incomes is found convenient 
to cover up this gap. 
This tax is in- 


creased slightly for the current year. 
The whole British scheme of revenue- 
raising is admirably calexilated to con- 
form with the conditions which pre- 
vail in the kingdom and to meet emer- 
/encics as they present theiu.vjlves. 
flic adjustment of outgo to income, 
.ind vice versa, by the head of the finan- 
cial arm of the government is done 
with an ease and a precision in Great 
Britain which are altogether unknown 
ind impossible here. Aside from the 
•.ustomhousc, the sources of revenue in 
Kngla»:l are more numerous than they 
ire in this country, and the amount 
ivhicli each will yield is, owing to the 
inference in conditions, better known 
there than it is here, and can, there- 
fore, be nj»re accurately estimated in 
advance.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


DIVING 
FOR 
PEARL 
SHELLS. 


Tlio Oiitpnt Recently Kentrictrtl hy Fr*ncb 


.Authority to 1'revent ]>epl«tlou. 


Charles T. Krnmerson, the. old-time 


South sea trader, at one time king of 
Nukihiva, recently arrived at San Fran- 
cisco from Tahiti. 
He tells that the 


HYench government, controlling the 
pearl islands of the Pacific, has recently 
prohibited the use of diviner apparatus 
by pcanl-hunters. This is because there 
las.becn such a demand for the beauti- 
ful pearls of the Pacific that tie sup- 
ply is being depleted, and in a little 
.vhile apparently there would be none 
eft. 
"As an illustration of the way 


:he pearls have been taken." said Mr. 
Emmcrson, "there have l>een twenty 
living machines at work in various 
Darts of the Tumutn group. Kach 
diving boat and tho apparatus re- 
quire ten men. The men change off 
constantly, and one man is down be- 
ow gathering shells all the time. 
From 18<iO to 188S these islands export- 
ed about 400 tons of shells each year, 
but from 1SSO, when modern diving 
ipparatus was introduced, the yield 
has been about 800 tons a year, and 
one year it reached l.OOO tons. Now 
:he French government lias restricted 
the catch to -100 tons and issued an 
order that the pearls can be taken 
only in the old way by native divers. 
This will throw about SOD other divers 
nut of work. There are two kinds of 
shells there—the black-lipped, which 
is the one found more plentiful, and 
the smoky golden pearl. The hitter is 
almost a rarity and does not cut much 
of a figure. The aver.ige price of the 
black-lipped pearl is 'about ott cents a 
pound, or SIJOO a ton. Not long ago, 
liowever, the prices advanced, and 
they have brought as much as f 1,000 a 
ton in London.—Sao Francisco Ei- 
amitiet. 


O.!clit!r» of the Cowblrd.

European 


cuckoo, never pairs, builds a nest or 
hatches its own young. The Socks 
that frequent cow pastures fire com- 
posed of males *nd females that con- 
sort promiscuously, and the female, 
when the time comes, leaves her com- 
panions and sets ont alone to find the 
nest of some small bird, in which she 
lays the egg awl then leaves it entirely 
to the care of the unwilling, and often 
unwitting, foster parents.

BURIALS OF THE UTE& 


C*»ttmt «t Uw 


Up to a very recent period the India* 


tribes living- on the plains were accus- 
tomed to place their dead on scaffolds, 
which were erected in trees. It waa 
not until these restin? places began to 
be desecrated by the whites, in order 
to obtain the costly trinkets that were 
often wrapped np with the bodies, that 
our own method of burying in th« 
ground was adopted. Their funeral 
ceremonies are Tery elaborate, often 
lasting for days. The Utes are mount- 
ain Indians, quite different In appear- 
ance and customs from the plains 
tribes. If one of their number in af- 
flicted with a mortal sickness the white 
mam is excluded from his presence and 
often from the Tillage. After death 
such of his property as he has not dis- 
posed of by will is destroyed, there ia 
no funeral German whatever, and all 
traces of the final resting place of the 
remains are carefully concealed. It is 
only by accident that the details of the 
lite customs in regard to their dead 
have*been discovered. 


The moment life is extinct tho body 


is wrapped in a blanket, placed across 
a pony's back, and taken to some re- 
mote place which has previously been 
decided upon. A steep bluff or hill is 
a favorite spot, and if a natural cave or 
cleft can not be found an artificial one 
is made by digging, and is afterward 
lined with stones and cemented with 
clay. The body is placed inside and 
the opening walled up 'and plastered 
on the outside with mud. If on a hill 
Bide, dry earth is then thrown over 
the whole for concealment 
The foot- 


prints of the returning party are then 
carefully covered up, aud the Utes can 
never afterward be induced to talk to 
the white man of the dead or his grave. 
Occasional!}', 
however, in traveling 


through the mountains of western Col- 
orado human bones will be found at 
the base of some almost inaccessible 
declivity, and investigation reveals the 
fact that the rain has washed out a Ute 
tomb or grave. In such a case 'it would 
not be well for a member of the tribe 
to find a white man making an explor- 
ation, for the latter's life would proba- 
bly pay the penalty. 


About ten years ago Ouray, the chief 


of the ten or twelve tribes of con- 
federated Utes, and a man of 'great 
strength of character and influence, 
ferfsick while on a visit to the south- 
ern Ute agency. 
The Indian medicine 


men took sole charge of him, keeping- 
off the white doctors, of whom there 
were several present The latter, how- 
ever, gained access to the sick man's 
tepee long enough to find out that he 
was hopelessly afflicted with Bright's 
disease. 
After death the funeral cere- 


mony, or rather the lack of it, was just 
the same as if an ordinary brave had 
died. It was only when Ouray's own 
tribe, the Uncompahgre Utes, request- 
ed the removal of his remains to 
liis old home, that white men were per- 
mitted to see the place where they had 
been deposited. It was in a natural cave, 
the entrance to which had been walled 
up and all signs of disturbance careful- 
ly obliberatcd. 
Some distance away 


were the bod ies of five ponies, which 
had been slain for Ouray's use in the 
happy hunting grounds. His own body 
was in an unlit condition for removal. 


The government had built a house 


for Ouray and in addition gave him a 
salary of one thousand dollars a year. 
Being thrifty, he had accumulated much 
property, 
but, 
unfortunately, 
died 


without making a will. In accordance 
ivith ancient custom his tribe desired 
to destroy all liis possessions, but by 
the interference of the agent and some 
Indians who had adopted the white 
man's ways much was saved. Nothing 
could keep the other members of the 
tribe, however, from killing seventeen 
ponies and burning; their dead bodies 
at the foot of the bluff on which stood 
Ouray's house.—Chicago Times.

After the various tower schemes for 


the world's fair were abandoned there 
came to the front a man by the name 
of 1'erris who had what incredulous 
people termed a monstrous wheel in his 
head. Mr. Ferris Iwcame the object of 
much ridicule on account of a pet proj- 
ect of his, which was to bnild a big- 
wheel which would carry passengers to 
an altituda of 370 feet 
His pian was 


regarded as exceedingly visionary, but 
after frequent rebuffs he succeeded in 
obtaining a permit to put op his wheel 
in the Midway Plaisance. The work 
was begun last March and has just 
reached successful completion and has 
been put in operation. 


Its highest point is 1M5 feet above the 


surface of the earth. The diameter is 
250 feet, and the circumference S25, the 
entire thing being raised lirfeet above 
the ground. 


In reality :there are two wheels, 


twins, 80 feet apart, 
but 
>» takes 


them both to make the Ferris wheel. 
These twins are connected by iron rods 
and struts which do not approach 
nearer tiian 20 feet to the periph- 
ery. 
Outside of these rods the cars 


are hung and supported by steel bars 
of about five inches in thickness extend- 
ing from one wheel to the other. Each 
wheel has for its outline a curved iron 
beam 25>.< by 19 inches. Forty feet in- 
side is another beam, forming a smaller 
circle. From these beams or circles

A JAVANESE OFFICIAL

extends the massive iron truss work 
which 
holds 
them together. 
The 


axle on which the great wheel turns 
is a steel bar :« inches thick and 45 feet 
long. H i.s fastened to each of the twin 
wheels in a. steel hub 10 feet in diam- 
eter. All of this great mass, the hubs 
and the two circles, is held together by 
234-inch steel rods, arranged to run out 
in pairs from the axle to spread la feet 
apart at the circumference. 


There are thirty-six cars on the 


wheel, each capable of comfortably 
seating forty people. The cars are 27 
feet long, 13 feet wide and 9 feet high, 
and each one weighs 13 tons. 


The wheel, 
with 
its 
passengers, 


weighs 1,200 tons. 
The whole thing 


rests on two pyramidal towers at the 
axis. The towers are 140 feet high, 
40 by 50 feet at the base and 0 feet 
.square at the top. Each tower has 4 
feet resting ou 20-foot cube concrete 
foundations. 
Underneath these are 


crossbars of steel. The motive power 
comes from a 1,000-horse power steam 
engine under the wheel. It will find no 
difficulty in revolving the wheel and 
the passengers as fast as the latter 
want to go. There is a brake on, how- 
ever, to regnilate the speed and stop 
everything in case of danger. 
The 


wheel is moved by cogs on the periph- 
ery passing over a chain that looks 
like a mammoth bicycle chain. Tn the 
construction every precaution has been 
taken against accident 


RELICS OF OLD MEXICO. 


Wonderful Kjhll.lt Opened in the Anthro- 


pological Section. 


Rich in relics and ruins of a civiliza- 


tion that long antedated the coming of 
Columbus, ami which runs back beyond 
the ken into the prehistoric period of 
the world, Mexico is the first to open a 
display in the Anthropological build- 
ing. The event occurred u. few days 
ago. but was unattended by any cere- 
monies, though hundreds gained ad- 
mission to see the wonders that have 
been exhumed, and ancient utensils 
and weapons which th<; Indians of Mex- 
ico use. 


As 1'rescott says in his "Conquest of 


Mexico," the Spaniards encountered a 
civilization in Mexico superior to their 
own in all .save the art of destruction, 
and in the Mexican anthropological 
collection there arc numerous remnants 
of this superior civilization in antique 
pieces of architecture, pottery and ivar 
weapons, while other evidences have 
been accurately reproduced from da. 
tails written in descriptions 


Some Hethodi Which H»TO Beta Sueeeu- 


fully Tried. 


It is well known that meat must bo 


kept some time after the killing to 
make it tender. In winter a large pieco 
of beef or mutton will keep for six 
woeks if hung in a dry, cool place. 
This is time allowed in England for the. 
Christmas "shoulder of mutton," and 
every few days it is rubbed with salt 
and vinegar. In summer, unless the 
butcher will keep the meat for you, 
other means must i*c resorted to. A 
tough piece of meat may bo laid in not 
too strong vinegar for three or four 
days in sumaier and twice as long in 
winter, and spiced if desired. To soften 
a^ tough steak pour a few spoonfuls of 
vinegar and a spoonful of oil on and let 
stand 
from 
twelve io twenty-four 


hours. This is done in hotels where 
all cuts of steak are served tender. 
Sour milk may be used for the same 
purpose with even greater success, but 
this must be changed every day and at 
the end of the time well washed from 
the meat 
Round steak at half the 


price of "porterhouse" and tenderloin 
can after a .little experimenting bo 
made tender for stewing, roasting or 
broiling by one of these methods. 
In 


winter meat should be bought ahead 
and kept until tender. 


Now that meat and fowls are frozen 


and carried long distances, the bones 
of meat and carcasses of the fowls may 
be injurious if frozen before the nat- 
ural heat and gases have passed away. 
If the joint is pierced till the bone is 
entered by an iron prong- the sickening 
odor of the gas will betray itself. 
Soups from such bones has caused se- 
rious illness. The beef itself docs not 
indicate its condition, and can only be 
tested even by the butcher as above. 


Meats, vegetables and fruits should 


not be cooked in agate and porcelain 
ware that has been chipped. Some per- 
sons nre more sensitive than others, 
and invalids may be very seriously 
harmed. Inspection of these cooking 
kettles, double boilers, etc., is neces- 
sary.—Union .Signal.

The loss of voluntary power In a jwrson 


sinking quietly into sleep is very grad-' 
ual. An object is grasped by the h;md 
while yet awake -it is seen to bo held 
less nnd less firmly as sleep comes on, 
till at last all power is gone, and it falls 
away. Tho head of a person in a sitting 
posture gradually loses the snpnorl of 
tho muscles which sustain it upright; it 
droops by degrees and in tho end falls 
upon tho chest. Tho head falls by the 
withdrawal of power from particular 
muscles, the slight shock thence ensuing 
partially awakens and restores this pow- 
er, which again raises tho head, and this 
falling and raising, or in other words the 
nodding, continues as long as the dozing 
oft to sleep while in a sitting posture 
continues. 


At the precise moment when thomind 


loses its consciousness there results n 
Koueral relaxation of all the muscles. If 
tho body be at rest in n lying posture, 
there is no marked result, but if the 
body bo in an uneasy jwstnre, siich as 
sitting, then the relaxation of the mus- 
cles causes tho falling of tho head and 
nodding described.—Brooklyn Eagle.
